Hundred.

The Loss placed at One Million and a 
Half Dollars. 



To* In.nranr* Probably Half Thai Amonnt 
—Moat Terrible of- All. Mil. . n Person* 
Known to Have Been llnrned or 
K Drowned-A Terrible DUn.ter. 

Phillip*., Wis., July 30.— All that is 
known of a certainty, forty^ifrht hours 
after the destruction of this town, re- 
frarding the loss of human life In the 
flaming 1 sea. is l hut sixteen persons per- 
ished by fire and water In the burning 
of the raft on which they sought an es- 
cape from the flames. 

The charred bodies of many victims 
are expected to be found in the debris 
of the big lumberyard, near the bridge 
which burned over the bayou. Women 
and children fled there when the 
bridge fell under the fiery wave. It is

[ Stevens Point. The 
carloads of food were welcomed more 
than the visitors. All except 37 of the 
buildings are in ashes. 

At daybreak Sunday morning a dense 
smoke covered an area of forest one 
hundred miles square. More than J, 500 
persons hastened to the forests and to 
the villages near by. The smoke was 
so dense that the headlight of a loco- 
motive could not be seen fifty feet 
away. 

As soon as he arrived Oov. Pack 
called his staff together and directed 
the work of unloading the provisions. 
There were several carloads of food, 
and a warehouse was opened in one of 
the few buildings that are left stand- 
ing in the town. 

Through the dense smoke Oov. Peck 
made his way and found two heaTy 
walls that marked the place where the 
two banks had stood. It was learned 
that the vaults of the banks contained 
152,000, and Got. Peck immediately 
swore in a dozen men to guard the 
vault*. 

The loss by the conflagration in iU 
entirety is difficult to estimate. Out 
of eight hundred buildings in the town 
only thirty-seven remain. B. W. Davis, 
of the Davis Lumber Co., estimates the 
total loss at 81.5OO.O0O, scarcely half 
covered by insurance. 

The Davis Lumber Co. lout $500,000; 
fully insured. The next highest loss 
is that of the Fayette-Shaw Tannery 
Co. . operating one of the largest tan- 
neries in the United States. The 
tannery was destroyed with stock, ag- 
gregating a loss of over $300,000. The 
Blatz Brewing Co., of Milwaukee, had 
a distributing depot here, which was 
lestroyed with a loss of $3,000. 

There is no way of estimating the 
number of lives lost in the fire, and 
even after forty-eight hours have 
passed no one can be found who ven- 
tures an opinion. When the people 
Hod before the wave of fire they be- 
came separated and can give no ac- 
count of each other. It is known that 
sixteen persons perisiie.l on. Che fuft 
that burned in the bayou. 

A bridge or trestle crossed the bayou, 
md when the supports of this bridge 
were burned away it fell. Women and 
children were crossing ut the time, and 
tome must have perished. The charred 
body of Anton Klentzer can be seen in 
the wreck of a brick chimney. The 
man was attempting to carry his trunk 
from a burning dwelling when the 
chimney fell on him, crushing out his 
life. 

As the fire swept toward the bridge 
i number of children were seen to take 
refuge in the big lumber yard. Their 
vies were heard by othera who fled 
toward the water; but the children 
lave never been found. Of the six- 
teen persons who lost their lives on 
the raft that burned in the bayou, 
sight are yet In the water. 

The body of Frank Cliss, the machin- 
ist, was found under a plleof driftwood 
it noon Sunday. The bodies of his 
wife and children were recovered after- 



n the bayou, and a number of bodies 
a-ere raised by this means. Jim Lock's 
body was brought to the surface. He 
was the butcher who was drowned 
with his child in his arms. 

The story of the launching of this 111- 
'ated raft has never been told. The 
inly man who tells a comprehensive 
tarratlve of the horror Is Joseph Bol- 
en, a lumberman. Ue was aUnding 
tear a boathouse when a number of 
■omen and children came toward him. 

There were threeor four men follow 
ng. They went to the raft and at- 
tempted to push it from the shore, 
a-hen it caught fire. Some jumped 
Uto small boats and others remained 
,n the raft. All perished, as the boats 
were overloaded and sunk. The raft 
turned to the water's edge. The local 
■ellef committee has Issued a statement 
io the public, thanking the generous 
•.itlxens of the state for their liberal 
tontributlona.

A llnt-e Coat of Steal Make* Her Eqi 
Anything Afloat 

Philadelphia, July 30.— The am 
il test at the Indian Head pit 
grounds of the big eighteen inch 
mor plate selected from a grou] 
at llethlehem for the belt of " 
tleship Indiana marks an inl 
epoch in the battleship construction 
of this country, because its delivery 
will enable the builders of the big mod- 
ern fighting ships to get them ready 

for sea. There have already 1 " do 

livered at Tramp's ship yards twenty- 
two big plates weighing BM tons, in- 
tended for the Indiana and Massachu 
setts, and within the next ten week* 
nearly 1.100 tons more will be received. 
The Indiana's side armor will 
weigh 030 tons, and word was re 
ceived Saturday that four eighteen 
inch plates, weighing forty tons each, 
miulo for this ship, will be sent from 
Hethlehera next week. A gentleman 
who visited the big iron works says the 
plates are in excellent shape and fit to- 
gether well notwithstanding the severe 
process they undergo while being har- 
veyized. The work of putting the siflc 
armor plates on the Indiana will not 
bt begun until all have been received 
at the yard. 

This delay is necessary because it It 
proposed to tit the plates together on 
the wharf alongside the dock in which 
the ship floats before attaching any of 
them to her sides. After they are 
placed in exactly the position they will 
rest when on the Indiana, the heavy 
wood backing on the ship will .be 
clipped carefully, shaved and hum- 
mered to correspond with every 
slight irregularity in this met- 
al that is to be placed over 
it. The idea is to fit the armor 
on the ship's side in the same manner 
that a shoemaker fits his leather on a 
last. This work of armoring the bat- 
tleships will be most interesting and 
is expected to attract to Cramp s ship 
yard many men Interested in naval 
construction, both in this country and 
in Europe. Some idea of the massive 
character of the armor may be ob- 
tained from the statement that the 
bolts which secure it to the ship s sides 
weigh from eighty to a hundred pound? 
each. 

Notwithstanding the fact, that all of 
the Indiana's armor will be delivered 
by the middle of October, it will not be 
possible to have her official trial before 
next spring. This delay is due entirely 
to the failure to deliver the armor. 
When she does go on her trial trip, how- 
ever, she will be entirely complete, 
probably with her big thirteen inch 
guns in place, and ready to go into bat- 
tle. The construction of the Indiana 
was started at the same time work on 
the Columbia and Minneapolis was be 
gun. and she would be in commissiot 
now if she had been delivered.

THE KOWSHUNG 

Sunk By the Ja;anese Witt 
1,100 Chinese Aboard, 

The Large Majority of Whom Went t< 
the Bottom of the Sea. 



Sha.nohai, July 30.-H is stated that 
there were 1.100 Chinese soldiers or 
board the steamer Kow Shung, which 
was sunk by the Japanese batteries 
Some of these are reported to hav< 
been saved; but it is said that u larg« 
majority of them were drowned. Th« 
Japanese claim to have captured a Chi 
nese gunboat. Other Chinese transport! 
have reached the Yaloo river, and 
landed their troops without mishap. 
These troops have joined Corear. 
forces. The activity of the Japanest 
operations is supposed to have been in 
cited by the desire of the government 
to achieve some successes before the 
general elections, which take place ic 
August. After the elections it is as- 
sumed the Japanese will readily 
range terms of peace. 

Confirmation has been received here 
of the news cabled Friday regarding 
the beginning of hostilities between 
China and Japan. 

In addition to the Hugh Mathieson 
A Co.'s steamer Kow Shung, which wit 
sunk by the Japanese cruiser, as it wat 
being used to transport Chinese troops, 
all on board being drowned, the Chi 
nese Trading Co.'s steamer, Toonan. 
which was also being used as a trans- 
port, has been sunk by the fire of 
Japanese warship. 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai bank 
agency here la unable to obtain official 
information of the report that war had 
been proclaimed, but the agency state* 
that war has been everywhere believed 
to hBve been inaugurated. 

The Chinese government, through 
Messrs. Jardine & Mathieson, is mak- 
ing inquiries In London as to the price 
the market would give for a Chknese 
lean of several million pounds sterling. 
The Hong Kong and Shanghai bank ap- 
plied direct to the Chinese government 
at Pekln, offering to take the loan, but 
was informed that the government wit 
not in need of money. 

All steamers of the Chinese Trading 
Co., now here, and all Incoming Chinese 
merchant steamers have been ordered 
to remain here until further ordert 

from Tien Tsin. 

THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR. 



Nsw Yurk, July 30.— In view of the 
outbreak of war between China and 

Japan, some apprehension is felt in 
commercial circles as to the effect 
upon the trade of this country. I' 
commerce with the Orient is very e: 
tensive, and largely in commodities 
that can onlv be obtained from them. 
Hence, if the present difficulty should 
reach such a pitch that the principal 
seaports of China and Japan should 
be blockaded there might be a serioi 
scarcity of certain commodities her 
and consequently a higher price f< 
them. The principal imports ini 
America from the two countries ai 
tea and silk. 

The total direct imports of Japanese 
tea into this country average 45.001 
pounds yearly: in fact, nearly all the 
Japanese tens consumed outside of that 
country find a market here. The Chi- 
na teas come principally from Shang- 
hai, which annuully export* 24.000,000 
pounds; Amoy. which exports as, 000.000 
pounds, and Foochow, which expo 
6,000.000 pounds. The above figures do 
not give the total yearly export* from 
the countries, but only the exports t< 
this country and Canada Tea ranki 
above silk in China as an export ar 
tide, but in Japan the reverse obtains 
According to the custom house reports 
the imports of raw ailk into this coun- 
try in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1BB3, were: From China, 1.8*0.243 
pounds, valued at 15,427,331, and from 
Japan. 3.rt97,775 pounds, valued at »i4.- 
784.432. The question Is asked In com- 
mercial circles: "Shall this immense 
trade, of which tea snd silk are only 
two of many items, be disturbed by 
war between the tWOCOUn tries?"
